A short distance off were several
welbknown politiciang, who were evidently
under the convoy of a prominent Chinese
Gompradore, The stage was filled with actors,
mugicians, nnd spectators; for if the actors
have enongh room to stund and move abont
ul!’ are coutent. The music shades of
Mendelisohn!—was considered grand by the

One fellow, who had a penchant for
getting upon a table to crow over his victory,
was continually getting knocked “‘head-over-
heels” by one of the rebels, who wounld come
npon the stage turning somersanlts, until he
would reach a certmin distance from the
;tible, when he would straighten ont, while
tumning, and plant his feet in the breast of
his adversary wito tremendous force., Some
of the performers had a great fondness for
climbing upon three tables placed one on top
of the other, and turning a flip-flap, light on
their backs on another table, ten or twelve
feet awny. A donble sword and spear com-
bat displayed considerable skill, and was
fonght with real earnest, for several of the
combatants received severs wounds, from
which the blood poured in streams. This de-
lighted the mu{;en('o., and their applause
nerved the actors to greater conrage and to
more valorons deeds. While some of their
feats of agility are wonderfully well exeouted,
they have not the grace and finish that are to
be seen in onr gymnasts; in fact, they appear
to do everything by main strength and awk-

%iures]'mct. He has been too often reminded
that, whatever he may be in his own country,
in this his rank and importance are not sove-
reign. Of course it is important to remember
that we are bound to recognize the Sultan's
guzerainship, but it is neither necessary nor
graceful to do this ostentationsly, No douht it
was only by aecident that the Prince of Wales
was five minutes late at Charing-oross station;
that the escort was ten minutes late, and
finally cscorted nobody, But it could searcely
be accidental that when the Vieeroy arrived
gt Buckingham Pulace, he was lot in at a side
door. Visitors of rank naturally enough
enlled ot the main entrance, but were in-
formed that it was not to be so used, and they
were compelled to muke their inquiries at
door usuully allotted to the oguerries. And
there is a story, which we really eannot be-
lieve, that (ljl:lf_llllﬂti('. repraesentations have
been made to the effect that the Viceroy must
not be allowed to sleep in the bed ocenpied
by the SBultan. Now surely we ought “not fo
blunder in this way twice. Fyen though it
be trne that etiquette is sometimes o matter
of international polity, and that we are bound

ot to receive the Vieeroy as a sovereign
rince, it is nevertheless our doty to give him
handsome and noble receplion.

—Some new revelations as to the ceremo-

jes of the strange Russian sect of *‘the mu.
ated” (Bkoptzi), of which we gove an ac-
fount a short time sgo, haye just been pub-
lshed in the Russian Contemporary Nows,
These revelations are stated to have been
taken from s manuscript memoirg written by
the late Monsignor Plato, metropolitan of
Moscow, ut the request of the Emperor Alex-
ander 1, and they fully explain the nature of
the ““two communions” of the Skoptzi, which
hasfhitherto remained & profound secret.
